(Ill) When a consignment of goods consists of two or more articles charge- 
able at different rates, each portion of the consignment containing 
any such single article shall be treated as a separate consignment. 

(Iv) if the amount leviable comes to less than two Paise, a minimum of two 
Paise shall be charged.
